REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Initially, applicants note that with the original application papers filed on June 15, 

2000, an information disclosure statement (IDS) was filed citing six references. At this time 

confirmation of consideration of the references cited in that IDS has not been received. That 

is, at this time, applicants have not received a copy of the submitted form PTO-1449 listing 

the references from the IDS. Applicants respectfully request acknowledgement of 

consideration of those references be made by providing applicants with a returned form PTO- 

1449 with the references initialed. For convenience, a copy of the filed IDS is submitted 

herein. 

Claims 2-8, 20, 21, and 23 are pending in this application. Claims 1,19, and 22 are 
canceled by the present response without prejudice. 

Claims 22-23 were objected to for informalities. Figures 2-3 were objected to. The 
title was objected to. Claims 22-23 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. 
Claims 1, 19, and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by U.S. patent 
4,775,966 to Miura et al. (herein "Miura"). Claims 2-18, 20, 21, and 23 were objected to as 
dependent upon rejected base claims, but were noted as allowable if rewritten in independent 
form to include all of the limitations of their base claims and any intervening claims. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication of the allowable subject matter in 
claims 2-18, 20, 21, and 23. 

The present response is submitted to place the above-identified application in 
condition for allowance by presenting subject matter indicated as allowable in the outstanding 
Office Action and by addressing the outstanding objections and rejections in the Office 
Action, as now further discussed.

First, with respect to the objection to claims 22 and 23, that objection is obviated by 

the present response as claim 22 is cancelled by the present response and as the language 

from canceled claim 22, which is now added into claim 23, has been clarified to address the 

obj ection thereto . 

Substitute drawings are submitted with the present response in which Figures 2 and 3 
are now labeled as "Prior Art" as suggested in the Office Action. 
The Title is amended as suggested in the Office Action. 

Addressing now the rejection of claims 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph, that rejection is traversed by the present response. 

Claim 23, which now incorporates features from previously pending independent 
claim 22, has been written to avoid the language noted as unclear in paragraph 4 in the Office 
Action. The features recited in new independent claim 23 are believed to be clear from the 
original specification, for example at page 20, lines 6-21, and thus claim 23 is believed to be 
in full compUance with all requirements under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. 

Addressing now the rejection of claims 1,19, and 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
anticipated by Miura, that rejection is obviated by the present response as each of claims 1, 
19, and 22 is canceled by the present response. 

Moreover, by the present response each of claims 2, 20, and 23 is amended by the 
present response to be rewritten in independent form, to recite subject matter indicated as 
allowable in the outstanding Office Action. Thus, each of amended independent claims 2, 20, 
and 23, and the claims dependent therefrom, are believed to be allowable.
